In the course of his treking over the 
world he has acquired seven. languages, 
which he spea flUentvy. He converses 
with those who*‘can talk German, French, 


English, Hebrew, as spoken in the Turkish 
possessions. Spanish, Kaffir and. Apache. 
He is intellligent and knows the geography 
of the world better than the average well- 
informed person. 

Here is his story in his own words: 

“My father was a Hottentot and my 
mother a Kaffir. The Hottentots were vir- 
tually slaves until 1844. when they were 
freed by the British. The Boers had held 
them in subjection. While my sympathies 
are with the Boers in their struggle, the 
negro people of South Africa feel that their 
hope. to become enlightened rests with 
British supremacy. 

At the age of 14 years, I tended cattle 
for a Boer farmer named Kari Schultz. 
[ got many a whipping with a stout rope 
for letting the cattle stray. I worked on 
ostrich farms for a while after I got some 
education at King Williams’ Town. The 
most beautiful scenery I ever saw was 
while treking from Cape Town to Coles- 
burg through the Snaeburgen or Snow 
Mountains.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—For. at least 
two months the secret service people have | 
been at wdrk to discover the makers of a 


number of all-silver counterfeit coins, 
mostly quarters and halves, which were be- 
ing freely circulated in New York City. 
Last night and today officials of the secret 
service of the treasury department, under 
Chief Wilkies’ direction, arrested Pio Paris 
and seven companions, all Italians. 

The fact that large numbers of these all- 
silver were being freely cir-

culated in New York, during the last two) 


years, has given Chief Wilkie a great deal 
of trouble. The coins being of almost pure 


silver, 900 fine, and fairly well made, they 
readily passed wherever presented and ren- 
dered extremely difficult the task of lo- 
eating the makers and passers.

Some time ago two Italians called on 
Messrs. Platt & Co., of Gold street, New | 


York, dealers in sheet silver and gold, and 
purchased a thousand ounces of sheet sil- 
ver. One of the men. was observed at 
the time of the purchase to compare one of 


the sheets with a.coin which he took from 
his pocket, The ¢circeumstanee was made 
KkKnowh to the secret service officials. 


The men took only part of their purchase 
with them. After a time they again ap- 
peared and took away another small quan- 


(ty, to Ill Mangin street, on the WNast 
side of New York. From there they were 
shadowed to 9% Watt street, on the West 
Side. Detectives shadowed them, with the 
result that their lodging places were dis- 
covered and the fact established beyond

Dolbear nor any one else seems to know.

At 2 o'clock this morning it was reported 
from Point Reyes that the vessel had gone 
to pleces, and as no more boats came ashore 
the presumption is that the 30 or 40 persons 
known to have been on board were drowned.

BE CONSIDERED 


Officers of Electrical Workers 
Hold Important Session. 


TALK GUARDEDLY OF SITUATION 


TAKE UP CAUSE OF UNION LINE- 
MEN BEHIND CLOSED DOORS. 


Nine of the Highest Officers of the As. 
sociation Attend Conference in 
Hope of Forcing Settlement of, 

Texas Telephone Strike. : 


At the Hotel Moser, behind closed doors, 
the executive board of the International As- 
sociation of Electrical Workers is holding 
an important session. The nine highest 
officials of the organization are in attend- 
ance, 

They are T. H. Wheeler of Cleveland, O., 
president; H. W. Sherman of Rochester, N. 
Y., grand. secretary: P. H. Wissinger 
Rochester, N. Y., grand secretary, and the 
£ix vice-presidents, in their respective rank, 
namely, R. P. Gale, San Francisco: F. J. 
Sheehan, Hartford, Conn.; R. R. Tripp, 
Houston, Tex.:'F. H. Russell, Baltimore: 
Fr. J. Roth, Atchison, Kan., and J. H. Mo- 
loney, Chicago. 

Immediately afier going into executive 
session Saturday morning, the board took 
up the strike of Texas telephone linemen. 
This strike began early in November. It is 
against the Southwestern Telephone Co., 
an auxiliary in Texas of the Bell Telephone 
Co. Asa result not more than half the tel- 
ephones in San Antonio are now in use. 
There was a riot there on Thanksgiving 
Day, in which a policeman named Lacey 
was killed. The strike is for higher wages 
and recognition of the union. 

Treasurer Wissinger said to the Post-Dis- 
patch Saturday afternoon: 

“We have a number of matters to discuss. 
including the Texas strike. 
will say we have dalready discussed that at 
some length since arriving here. Whether 
or not a general strike all over the country 
will be declared against the Bell Telephone 
Co., of cours@ I would not like to say per- 
sonally and I don't think any other indi- 
vidual member of the board would. The 
Texas strike is still on, though, and we 
still have funds in the treasury. We will be 
in session two or three days.”’ 

Vice-President Tripp came here direct 
from San Antonio, where he has been en- 
gaged in conducting the strike. There is to 
be a meeting of the Texas Federation of 
Labor on Jan. 14, and it is possible that the 
entire executive board may return to Texas 
with Mr. Tripp and meet jointly with the 
Federation.

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PRIVATE AND QUASI-PUBLIC CORPORATIONS. 


A correspondent takes exceptiog to the Post-Dispatch’s dis- 
tinction between private mercantile or manufacturing corpo- 
rations and quasi public corporations enjoying public mo- 
nopolles. 

It is true that the private corporation receives a privilege 
in the shape of certain exemptions from personal] lability, 
but there is nothing exclusive in this. Under the general law 
any individual or tirm can at will become incorporated and 
obtain all the advantages of such exemptions. As a matter of 
fact nearly all business is now carried on by corporations, 
not because of any exclusive privilege inhering in the corpo- 
rate form, but because business can be transacted more con- 
veniently by a corporation than by an individual or firm. No 
monopoly is possessed by such corporations. 

On the other hand, a railway or gas company performs a 
public function by reason of a franchise granted by the state. 
The franchise is a monopoly and its entire value depends up- 
on its exclusive character. It Is this franchise value which 
ought to be taxed. It is preperty, recognized as such in the 
law, and should bear its equitable share of the burden of pub- 
lic expense. " P 

If Smith and Jones incorporate and engage in business aa 
retail jewelers can they prevent Robinson and Brown on the 
other side of the street from doing likewise? But if Smith 
and Jones incorporate as a street railway ¢ompany and ob- 
tain a franchise to occupy the streets of St. Louis with tracks 
and cars, Robinson and Brown could not hope to compete 
with them. There is room in the streets for just one line and 
no more. 

The distinction is clear. Friends of equitable taxation must 
not be confused. Nobody proposes any special favor for pri- 
vate corporations, which should be taxed on their property. 
But quasi public corporations possess, besides their tangible 
capital,.an immense store of value in their franchises and 
these also should be taxed.

It will be remembered that Mr. Robison 
eu his former associates for an account- 
ing, claiming that the balance due him was 
more than $1,000,000. 

When Vice-President Emery of the Con- 
solidated Co. was seen early this morning 
in regard to the compromise he said there 
was no truth in the statement. He said 
the case is still pending in the courts alv 
that the company did not intend to com- 
promise. 

Despite Mr. Emery’s denial the story ts 
believed by all lof Mr. Robinson's friends

TRAINS COLLIDE IN A FOG NEAR 
SPRINGFIELD, ILL. 


JOHN ANDREW FATALLY HURT 


Switch Engine and Local Freight Came 
Together—Switch Engine 
Crew Is Blamed. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ul., Jan. 5.—A fireman 
was killed and two other trainmen injured 
in a wreck on the Chicago & Alton road 
north of this city early Friday evening, 
when the southbound Peoria local freight 
ran into a switch engine working on the 
tracks. 

John Andrew, Springfield, aged 22 years, 
was caught between the engine and tender, 
and died in half an hour. 

The injured are: 

Fred 8. Enos, Bloomington, engineer on 
the local freight, right ankle crushed. 

George Nevin of the local freight, bruised 
about the head and body. 

The wreck occurred in a hollow, where 


the fog was so dense that the freight en- 
gineer did not see the switch engine until 
about three car lengths from it. e applied 
the air and jumped. His fireman attempted 
to jump, but was caught between the tender 
and the engine. Brakeman Nevin was riding 
on the engine. He did not have time to 
jump, but escaped without serious injury. 

The blame for the wreck seems to rest 
upon. the switch engtne crew. The crew 
were working outside the yard Nmits. The 
southbound ‘‘Limited’’ passenger train was 
over two hours late, owing to a slight 
wreck that occurred early in the day the 
Other side of Joliet.
